The automobile 
has made necessary a complete change of 
thought with respect to rights on the high- 
way.

So it is that the development of the newer 
insect repellants which are largely composed 
of volatile substances to be sprayed about 
where protection is required or the routing 
of pests is necessary has brought to the 
manufacturers and sellers of such products 
some new contacts which involve new prob- 
lems of relationships. One of these prob- 
lems, which is somewhat troublesome, is 
that of meeting the restrictions customarily 
laid upon the handling of inflammable sub- 
stances for the purpose of guarding against 
fire. This problem has arisen directly in 
connection with the marketing of insecticide 
sprays containing volatile liquids in this city. 

The municipal regulations here, which re- 
late to the manufacture, sale, and trans- 
portation of inflammable and combustible 
materials are not new. They were formu- 
lated, of course, with a general purpose. 
Their application to the newer insecticides 
was that which would obtain with respect 
to any other substances of similar classifi- 
cation. Conditions arose, however, which 
called for certain modifications in the matter 
of packing, and the ordinance code has been 
amended to take care of these.

are obviously inflammable within the mean- 
ing of the regulations or which contain sub- 
stances that are likely to bring them within 
the application of the regulations should be- 
come informed fully with respect to the 
status of their products and to the require- 
ments provided in the matter of labeling 
and packing, and the necessity for getting 
official approval. 

Ordinances in this city, which have to do 
with matters relating to the prevention of 
fires, are rigidly enforced. The amended 
regulations which cover insecticide sprays 
are not unreasonably strict. Their provi- 
sions are explicit.

It is not surprising, how- 
ever, that many sellers do not know these 
peculiarities ; the majority of retail dealers 
in this country do not know, or at least do 
not give evidence of knowing, the peculiari- 
ties of the customers whom they meet every 
day. 

To get all possible results out of the 
international trade information service that 


is promised by the new project it will be 
most necessary that those who are to be 
benefited by it be willing to learn. They 
must also be willing to tell the foreign buy- 
ers what they want to know and to sell them 
what they want to buy. 





Wholesaler Has Three Roles 
To Choose for His Survival 


If the wishes of manufacturer and retailer 
are to control, the problem of the service 
wholesaler in the drug field has resolved 
itself to the necessity of his making a choice 
between two roles. If the wholesaler is to 
be guided by the wishes of the manufac- 
turer, he will concentrate his buying of pack- 
aged goods to a few lines and function as a 
sales agent. If he is to accede to the wishes 
of the retailer in the matter of such goods, 
he will become a mere handler of supplies, 
in most instances operating without profit. 

The wholesaler, however, is not reduced 
to such sorry straits as this apparent choice 
would indicate. He has yet his own wishes 
in the matter to consider. If he be wise, 
he will be governed largely by his own 
counsel. 

In many drug-trade quarters it has be- 
come quite common to accept and herald 
with commendation the fact that the retail 
druggist has finally become a good mer- 
chandiser. The basis for this characteriza- 
tion of the retailer is found in the growth 
of his practice of buying as cheaply as he 
can those commodities which his competi- 
tors in chain stores and department stores 
sell below what they would regularly cost

Germany Is Largest 
Chemical Exporter 





Industry Has Been Rebuilt on 


Foreign Trade—Control 
Schemes Fall Flat 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23, 1927. 
The German chemical industry is coming 
back rapidly, especially in the export field, 


according to Dr. Julius Klein, Director of 
the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce of the Department of Commerce. 
Dr. Klein has just returned from a two 
month’s visit to Europe, following the 
International Economic Conference at Ge- 
neva, where he was a delegate from the 
United States. He told the representative 
of this paper today that he had found 
very marked activity in the chemical in- 
dustry in Germany. The German industry 
is concentrating on exports, paying par- 
ticular attention to Latin America and the 
Far East. Heavy production was observ- 
able in all branches of the industry. 

However, Dr. Klein did not find evi- 
dences of any serious threat to the Ameri- 
can chemical industry. He saw possibili- 
ties of dangerous German competit.on in 
export markets, but nothing to shake the 
American chemical industry from the po- 
sition to which it has risen since the World 
War. 

While in Germany, 
good deal of talk about the 
working agreement between the 
and British chemical industries. 
declared that so far there 
nothing but talk in evidence. 
that the proposed Anglo-German merger 
of chemical interests faces the same diffi- 
culty that has blocked the successful de-

He ex- 
plained that when the steel trust was 


formed the Germans went right ahead pro- 
ducing in high volume, and it was found 
impossible to keep them within the quota 
set for their country. The same situation 
faces the proposed chemical cartel. There 
is the difficulty of negotiating an arrange- 
ment under which German production of 
dyes and chemicals can be restricted to a 
fixed quota. 


German Contro] Spiked 


Dr. Klein ‘threw some new lights on the 


Geneva economic conference where the 
stage had been carefully set for the in- 
jection of the German viewpoint on the 
international chemica] situation into the 
discussions. This matter, however, failed 
to come out in the open in the full ses- 


sions of the conference. 


Before the conference, the Germans had 
prepared copious memoranda analyzing 
the international chemical situation. They 
advanced the ingenious argument. that 
since their country before the war was 
foremost in the manufacture of dyes and 
other chem.cal products and since the re- 
habilitation of Germany was essential to 
the stability of Europe, Germany should 


dictate international policies for chemi- 
cals. 
This attitude in the part of Germany 


was interpreted here as in the nature of 
a direct attack upon the war-born Ameri- 


ean dye industry. American delegates 
went to the Geneva conference armed to 
the teeth to defend the home industry. 


But, according to Dr. Klein, they were not 
called unsn to enter into the limelight in 
defense of their dye interests. Delegates 
.com other European countries, especially 


some of the smaller and newer nations 
took up the German challenge. The re- 
sult was, said Dr. Klein, that the Ger- 





mans were frightened out of their program 
and all the Americans had to do was to sit 
light, which they did. 


Germany Largest Exporter 


Germany is now the world’s largest 
chemical exporter, according to a report 
compiled in the Chemical Division of the 
Department of Commerce. In 1926, the 


total value of Germany's chemical ship- 
ments was = approximately 2256,000.000, 
compared with $171,000,000 for the United 
States, $125,500,000 for Wngland, and 
$114,000,000 for France In 19256, there- 
fore, Germany's chemical exports were 50 


percent in excess of those of the United 
States and more than double those of 


France or England. During the past two 
years the depreciated value of French cur- 
rency and economic difficulties, such as the 
coal strike in England, have had an ad- 
verse effect on the chemical trade of the 
two countries. 

Germany's rapid ascendancy to this high 
position may be attributed largely to (1) 


a more extensive world consumption of 
chemicals in general and (2) the develop- 
ment of a big export business in several 
commodities, particularly sulphate of am- 
monia and synthetic menthanol. 

During the past five years the United 
States has gained 40 percent in export 
trade in chemicals, but at that, only 744 


percent of the domestic production was ex- 
ported in 1925, and this country is the

Potash Bed Tests Do Not 


Show Commercial Value 








Geological Survey Selections Are 
Reported to Be Not 
Rich Enough 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26, 1927. 


Potash beds thus far selected for gov- 
ernment tests are probably not rich 
enough to have present commercial value, 
according to a statement by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. The results of the 
first test, however, were both interesting 
ee according to the state- 
ment, 


Under the terms of the Federal potash 


act the tests, which take the form of core 
drilling, are made jointly by the United 


States Geological Survey and the United 
States Bureau of Mines. The Geological 
Survey selects drilling sites, studies and 
analyzes the cores, and reports the re- 
sults of the investigation. The Bureau 
of Mines negotiates the necessary con- 
tracts, conducts the drilling operations, 
and delivers the cores to the Geological 
Survey. 

The statement of the Department of the 
Interior follows :— 


The first core test was made on public land 
in the northwest quarter section 13, T. 17 S., 
R. 31 E., Eddy county, New Mexico. The site 


was not the first choice of the Geological Sur- 
vey or even the fifth choice. The restrictive 
language of the act under which the well was 


drilled required that all lessees or owners of 
lands or of mineral rights within a radius of 
one mile of any proposed site must sign con- 
tracts of agreement to reimburse the govern- 
ment for the costs of exploration before any 
work could be started. No landowner or 
lessee cared to sign such a contract, so that 
the co-operating departments were automatic- 
ally excluded from areas where the better 
showings had been indicated by drill cuttings.

He objected to the suggested date on the 
ground that the retail druggists cannot 
be represented then because they will be 
at the annual convention of their asso- 
ciation, 

Officials of the Food, Drug and Insec- 
ticide Administration indicated that they 
intend to place the regulations in effect 
at an early date notwithstanding the 
fact that no funds were appropriated by 
Congress for the administration of the 
act. Under the terms of the act penal- 
ties for violations cannot be imposed un- 
til a period of six months after its enact- 
ment has elapsed. The six months’ period 
will expire September 4. While violators 
of the act will be subject to penalties after 


that date it is expected that no actual 
steps toward the apprehension of violators 
will be taken until some time during the 


winter when funds are provided by Con- 
gress. 


British Think Little of 
Alcohol as a Motor Fuel 


Recent statements by both official or- 
ganizations and private companies indi- 
cate that there are very slight prospects 
for any material production or consump- 
tion of alcohol motor fuel in the United 
Kingdom, according to reports to the 
Commerce Department from Trade Com- 
missioner Homer §S. Fox, London. In the

The Louisiana Research Corporation, 
Monroe, newly incorporated in that State, 
has started constructing the first unit of 
a plant 24 by 40 feet for the production 
of synthetic methanol and liquid motor 
fuel from natural gas. The plant under 
construction is located 8 miles east of 
Monroe on the main line of the Missouri 


Pacific Railroad. 


The initial plant will be small, but the 
company has provided land for enlarge- 
ment as the business is built up. The 


first products to be manufactured will be 
methanol and high gravity natural gaso- 
line. Under the provisions of its charter 
the company manufactures chemicals and 
chemical compounds, comprising liquid 
hydrocarbons, ammonia, phosphoric acid, 
caustic soda, and other kindred products.

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Alcohol Regulations 
Effective October 1 


New Rules Now Being Printed 
Will Be Available 
September | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24, 1927. 
Definite announcement that the new 





Bureau of Prohibition Regulations 3, 
formerly known as 61, applying to in- 
dustrial alcohol, will become effective 
October 1, was made this week after 
the revised draft had been signed by 
J. M. Doran, Commissioner of Prohib:- 


tion, and by the Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury. The regulations are now in the 
hands of the Government Printing Office 
and copies probably will be available by 
September 1. 

Mr. Doran also announced that the new 
Regulations formerly 60, applying to 
intoxicating liquor, will be effective Oc- 
tober 1. These regulations are undergoing 
final scrutiny and will be signed and sent 
to the printer some time next week. Mr. 
Doran stated that it is now definite that 
they will be made effective at the same 
time as Regulations 3.

In connection with the working out 
of a new form of application for per- 
mits as part of the intoxicating liquor 


regulations the Bureau of Prohibition has 
extended for one month the final date 
for the renewal of all so-called I per- 
mits for withdrawals of intoxicating 
liquor. These permits require annual re- 
newal and August 31 had been fixed as 
the final date for renewal. There was a 
delay in the preparation of the new 
forms in connection with the revision of 
regulations and at the request of Sam- 
uel C. Henry, secretary of the National 
Association of Retail Druggists. Sep- 
tember 30 was fixed as the final date. 


The new forms are now in the hands of 
the administrators. a2 
The designation of a new prohibition 


administrative district composed of the 
state of Michigan has given satisfaction 
to the large drug interests located at 
Detroit. Up to this time Ohio and Michi- 
gan composed a single district with head- 
quarters at Columbus. This was a mat- 
ter of inconvenience to the Detroit com- 
panies having to transact business with 
the administrator's office. The new Mich- 
igan district will have its headquarters 
at Detroit. The change is effective Sep- 
tember 1. 

Prohibition officials will participate in 
a conference with Canadian officials to 
be held in Washington next week. The 
conference will have to do with condi- 
tions along the Canadian border, includ- 
ing smuggling of liquor. 


Tariff Board to Urge

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26, 1927. 

The Tariff Commission plans to re- 
new its recommendations to Congress 
for a revision of section 315 of the Tariff 
Act of 1922—the flexible tariff provisions. 
Practically the same proposals that were 
submitted to Congress last year will be 
contained in the annual report of the 
commission for the fiscal year 1927, 
which goes to Congress early De- 
cember.

Polish Zinc Output in 1926 


Zine products shipped from Poland in 


1926 were valued at more than $18,000,- 
000 and formed the second most impor- 
tant item in the list of Polish exports, 
according to a report from Consul Ches- 
ter W. Davis, to the United States De- 
partment of Commerce. Exports took 90 
percent of the output of raw zinc, 97 
percent of refined zinc, 72 percent of 
sheet zine and 97 percent of zine dust. 

The quantity of zinc exported from 
Poland in 1926 came to 122,104 tons, 
which was an increase of 28.401 tons 
over the 1925 figures. Germany took 39 
percent and England 30 percent of the 
Polish zine exports. 

Upper Silesia, the report reveals, con- 
ta'ns about 96 percent of the Polish zinc 
industry. In addition to its proximity 
to deposits of coal and ores, the indus- 
trv has the advantage of a supply of

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Petroleum Output in 1926 
Was 770,874,000 Barrels 


The production of crude petroleum (oil 
brought to the surface) in the United 


States in 1926, amounted to _  770,- 
874,000 barrels, a new record figure, 
according to final figures compiled 
by the United States Bureau of 
Mines, from the annual canvass of pro- 
ducing and pileline companies. This rep- 
resents an increase over 1925 of 7,131,- 


000 barrels, or nearly 1 percent. Of the 
total production 633,726,000 barrels, or 
82 percent, was classed as light oil. This 
indicates a slight increase in the propor- 
tion of light oil production of 1926 over 
1925, due undoubtedly to the decline of 
Smackover, the principal heavy oil field 
of the country. 


The major portion of the increase in 
production in 1926 was. recorded in 
Texas. Production in California, the 


leading producing State, 
proximately 8,000,000 
homa registered about 2,500,- 
000 barrels and established a new rec- 
ord. The most important fields from the 
standpoint of new production were 
Spindletop (deep sand) and Panhandle 
in Texas, and Ventura Avenue and Hunt- 
ington Beach in California. The most 
important discoveries of the year were 
the Seminole field of.Oklahoma and the 
Seal Beach field of California. 

Imports of crude petroleum in 1926 
amounted to 60,382,000 barrels, a slight 
decrease from 1925. A material decrease 
in imports of Mexican crude petroleum 
was nearly compensated by increased 
shipments from South America. 

Shipments of crude petroleum through 
the Panama Canal to eastern ports in 
the United States decreased in 1926, but 
shipments of refined products were con- 
siderably higher. 

Total stocks of crude petroleum east of 
California were reduced from 301,412.- 
000 barrels at the beginning of the year 
to 284,168,000 barrels, December 31. This 
decrease of approximately 17,000,000 bar- 
rels was the net result of a 6,000,000- 
barrel increase in refinery stocks and a

23,000,000-barrel decrease in other 
stocks. Producers’ stocks, or stocks at 
wells, east of California were reduced 


during the year from 7,560,000 barrels 
to 5,904,000 barrels, the lowest point since 
the early part of 1922. Stocks of re- 
finable crude in California were reduced 
about 30 percent in 1926, while heavy 
stocks in that State were increased only 
1,500,000 barrels. : 

The total value at the wells of the crude 
petroleum produced in the United States 
in 1926 was $1,447.760.000, an increase 
over 1925 of 13 percent. The average 
price per barrel was $1.88, a gain of 20 
cents over 1925. Outside of a small de- 
crease in average value in the majority 
of Appalachian States, the only other 
— a nee value was in Mon- 
ana, where it fell from $1.57 i 925 
$1.32 in 1926. ae 

On December 31, 1926. there were 318.- 
600 producing wells in the United States, 
a gain of 12,500 over the preceding year. 
The average production per well per day 
was 7.4 barrels, the highest figure ever 
recorded. The total number of wells 
drilled in 1926 was 29,319, of which 19,013, 
or 65 percent, were oil wells, 2,341, or 8 
percent, were gas wells, and 7,965, or 27 
percent, were dry holes. 


The total world production of crude 
petroleum in 1926 amounted to 1.096.- 
000.000 barrels, an increase over 1925 of 
27,000,000 barrels. Venezuela, which 
nearly doubled its output, recorded the 


largest increase in production of any of 
the large producing countries. The 
United States produced 70.3 percent of 


the total in 1926, as compared with 71.5 
percent in 1925.

Germany Imports Much 
Fly Paper Into U. S. 


Germany has_ supplied the United 
States with $500,000 worth of fly paper 
during the past three years, according to 
the Department of Commerce. This is a 
rather noteworthy fact in view of the 
phenomenal growth in the American 
production of household insecticides dur- 
ing recent years. 

It is reported that one firm in Wai- 
blingen, Germany, makes 100,000,000 fly- 
catchers annually. It specializes in a 
paper ribbon type, the paper being coated 
with rosin, oil and glue, and enclosed in 
a small pasteboard tube for hanging from 
the ceiling or fixtures. 





Steel Barrel Data, July 


Steel barrel manufacturing plants were 
operated at 48.1 percent capacity in June, 
according to the Steel 3arrel Manufac- 
turers’ Institute, Cleveland. The average 
daily productive capacity of institute 
members in I. C. C. barrels was 6,375,- 
and production was 23.5 percent of this 


number. Daily average productive ca- 
pacity in light barrels was 22.675, and 


production was 55 percent of capacity. 
The institute reports interstate shipments 
of 349,482 barrels in July. The principal 
State users, according to the interstate 
figures, were the following :—New Jersey, 
129,010 barrels; Pennsylvania, 64,561; 
and New York, 46,280.

Hamilton Coke Works to 
Construct Benzol Plant 


HAMILTON, Ont., Aug. 24, 1927. 


Hamilton By-Product Coke Ovens, Ltd., 
this city, has contracted with the Semet- 
Solvay Engineering Corporation of New 
York for the immediate construction of 
a complete plant for the manufacture of 
motor benzol. Work will be pushed in 
order to have the plant in operation as 
early as possible. 

The Hamilton coke oven plant recently 
doubled its capacity, and at present is 
ecarbonizing approximately 1,000 tons of 
coal every twenty-four hours. The coal 
gas output is consumed in this city and 
vicinity, being utilized for both domes- 
tic and industrial purposes, 

The new process now being installed by 
the Semet-Solvay Engineering Corpora- 
tion will produce benzol from the light oil 
obtained in the process of manufacturing 
gas and coke. 

The plant will represent a total con- 
struction cost of approximately $400,000. 
It will be built almost entirely of Cana- 
dian materials and erected by Canadian 
workmen. Three light oil scrubbers, with 
necessary piping and pumps, will make 
up the first unit of the plant. Gas from 
the final coolers will enter these scrubbers 
through a 20-inch steel main. The three 
scrubbers through which the gas will be 
passed wili have an inside diameter of 
8 feet and a height of about 78 feet. 
They will be built of steel plate and con- 
tain 60 feet of wooden grids. The oil in 
the gas will be recovered in these three 
columns and sent to the benzol distilling 
plant, while the gas will be passed on to 
the holder,

Clay Output in 1926 


The quantity of clay sold by producers 
in the United States in 1926 amounted to 
3,966,313 short tons, valued at $14,102,505, 
or $3.56 a ton, according to the United 
States Bureau of Mines. These figures 
show a decrease of 2 percent in quantity 
and an increase of 11 percent in value 
compared with 1925. They represent only 
clay sold as clay or mined under royalty 






and do not include the much greater 
quantity of clay that was burned into 
clay products by the producers them- 


selves from their own property. 
were collected direct from producers in 
forty-three States and in co-operation 
with the State Geological Surveys of Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Iowa, 
Maryland, Michigan, Missouri, New Jer- 
sey, New York, North Carolina, Texas, 
Virginia, Washington and Wisconsin. 
The leading five States in the order of 
the quantity of clay sold were Pennsyl- 
vania with 22.6 percent of the total quan- 
tity, Missouri with 11.6 percent, New Jer- 
sey with 8.6 percent, Ohio with 8.5 per- 
cent, and California with 7.5 percent. 

The sales of kaolin, the clay that is 
used in making high-grade pottery and 
porcelain, as well as paper, oilcloth, and 
other products, and which is generally 
considered the highest grade of clay, 
amounted to 432,215 tons, valued at $3,- 
771,568, an increase of 18 percent in quan- 
tity and 17 percent in value as compared 
with 1925. The clay of largest quantity 
and value is fire clay. The sales of fire 
clay in 1926 were the largest ever record- 
ed—2,815,961 tons—and were 10 percent 
greater than those of 1925, the year of 
largest output previous to 1926. The value 
of the fire clay sold in 1926 was $8,111,239, 
an increase of 11 percent as compared 
with 1925. The sales of clay of every 
kind, except miscellaneous clay, increased 
in quantity and value in 1926 as compared 
with 1925.

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Pig Lead Market 


Lower — Zinc Also Weak 


—Business in Materials Was Quiet—Varnish 
Gums Still on Downward Trend 


Influenced to a considerable extent 
by a downward reaction in the pig 
lead market, business in paint and 
varnish materials fell off during last 
week’s trading. Business in dry col- 
ors appeared to be holding up well, 
but in the remainder of the market 
activity was on the quiet side. Declines 
predominated in the price changes of 
the period. 


A reduction of 15 points in the price 
of pig lead at New York was made by 
the leading seller during the week, and 
reports in market circles had it that 
further declines were probable. This 
naturally tended to slow down trading 
in lead pigments and oxides, as well 
as other paint materials in which pig 
lead values play an important part. A 
further drop of 10 points or more in 
pig lead would automatically lower 
prices for lead pigments in casks by 
one-quarter cent a pound, under the 
pricing policy now used by the cor- 
roders. 

Varnish gums importers were in- 
clined to shade quoted prices in an 
effort to stimulate business, and were 
in position to give their buyers some- 
what ibetter prices on a few items due 
to reductions in first costs at produc- 
ing points. Neither the lacquer nor 
varnish manufacturing groups’ were 
operating in a large way in the gums 
market, however. 

Notwithstanding the marked easing 
off in volume, sellers were inclined to 
view the outlook for fall business with 
optimism, viewing current quiet as but 
a seasonal development which might 
logically be looked for at this time of 
the year. 


Price Changes 


Prices were changed during the past 
week es follows:

Window Glass 


(Detailed prices current—page 4) 

Orders for window glass were show- 
ing some improvement last week, and 
manufacturers were inclined to view 
the outlook with considerable more 
optimism. Construction volume has 
been heavy this year, and much new 
building work is now reaching the 
finishing stage, necessitating the use 
of large quantities of plate and window 
glass. Imported window glass contin- 
ues an important factor in seaboard 
markets. 

Plate glass demand was also show- 
ing some improvement, and manufac- 
turers were looking for steady im- 
provement in this branch of the in- 
dustry. Production, however, was be- 
ing held down to small quantities. 
July plate glass production was 8,868,- 
425 square feet, according to the Plate 
Glass Manufacturers of America, as 
compared with 7,998,708 square feet in 
July. Production for the first seven 
months of 1927 was 66,699,515 square 
feet, as compared with 77,917,111 
square feet produced by American 
manufacturers during the correspond- 
ing period last year. 


Kauri Gum Control Board 
To Press Sale of Stocks 


The New Zealand Kauri Gum Control 
Board in a statement to the trade out- 
lining its plans and policies, according to 
information received by George H. Lincks, 
varnish gums importer, this city, indicates 
that it will function for the benefit of 
producers, with the probable elimination 
of many of the brokers from the field 

Primarily the board will endeavor to 
liquidate stocks of govermment-owned 
gums, cooperating as much as possible 
with the exporters in preventing a break 
in current prices. In extreme cases of 
necessity, the board will advance up to 50 
percent of the market value of gum held 
by diggers, and will act as broker for 
diggers in the sale of their gum to ex- 
porters. 

Definite gradings for kauri are being 
established by the board. Examination 
is being made into improved processes for 
the cleaning of the gum and the utiliza- 
ticn of other products of the kauri fields, 
at present wasted. The board desires 
particularly to find a market for kauri 
timber and a successful process of ex- 
tracting its resinous constituents. 


New York Paint Golfers

Copies of these specifications may 
be obtained from the association’s pub- 
lication department, 28 Victoria street, 
London, S. W. 1, at a cost of 2 shillings, 
6 pence each. 


Cleveland Paint Golfers

eighteen holes in the severe rainstorm 
which marred the day. 

The first prize for low . net was 
awarded to George Truxal and the sec- 
ond to Cylde A. Simons. 

Twenty-five members remained at the 
club for dinner and went over again 
the details of the coming match between 
Cleveland and Detroit which has been 
set for September 13. 

President Reed has appointed J.°H. 
Hinz, chairman of the committee on 
prizes: H. B. Puffer, chairman of the 
tournament committee, and C. L. Small, 
chairman of the transportation commit- 
tee. The program as arranged will take 
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everybody to the Union Club for break- 
fast and from there to the Kirtland Club 
to spend the day. The events will start 
at 1 p. m. and will wind up with a meet- 
ing of the Cleveland Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Club which will act as host at the 
dinner in the evening. 

One of the chief events of the day will 
be a match play between teams Trepre- 
senting Detroit and Cleveland for the 
Cc. P. De Lore Cup. Cleveland having 
formally challenged Detroit in accord- 
ance with the rules governing this com- 
petition. 


French Market for Lacquers 


The market for nitrocellulose lacquers 
in Paris is in the period of development, 
with increasing demand and new compa- 
nies being formed exploit lacquers. Com- 
petition is keen and more than a dozen 
brands appear on the market. Consumers 
of nitrocellulose lacquers prefer American 
products on account of their superior 
qualities, according to the United States 
Department of Commerce. 

The principal consumer is the automo- 
bile industry which uses approximately 
70 percent of all the ntirocellulose lac- 
quers sold in France. The estimated 
number of automobiles and trucks manu- 
factured in France in 1926 was 177,000, 
and it is probable that the number will 
be exceeded this year. 

The automobile industry insists on a 
high quality product and uses American 
lacquers almost exclusively. The other 
uses are for furniture, steamship interi- 
ors, bathrooms, coaches, telephones, air- 
plane wings, lamp posts and railway 
carriages. The use for railway carriages 
has developed recently, and for the past 
year the leading railway companies of 
France have been experimenting with the 
best known nitrocellulose lacquers on the 
market for interior work in railway 
coaches. 

The use of lacquers in the furniture 
industry is increasing, although not to 
any great extent. The industry consists 
mostly of small manufacturers who can 
not afford to install the equipment neces- 
sary for the application of nitrocellulose 
lacquers. 

The American nitrocellulose lacquers 
on the market sell from $1.60 to $2.20 
per liter. A German product “Nitrolac,” 
marketed by the Societe Nitrolac, is con- 
trolled by the German Badische Anilin 
Company and sells for $1.80 per liter. 
The product has been sold only for the 
past six mnoths; hence it is not well 
known. 

A British brand, manufactured by the 
Lewis Berger Co. and sold under that 
name, is distributed through an agent, 
but a plant is being completed in France. 

The French brands are :—‘‘Radiose,” 
manufactured by Rene Villemer, Paris, 
price $1.40 per liter; “Cellemoil,”” manu- 
factured by J. B. Soudee, Paris, price 
$1.20 per liter; ‘‘Heliolac,”’ manufactured 
by Le Frane & Cie, Paris, price $1.40 per 
liter; “Aceeta,”” manufactured by Etab- 
lissements Tesse, Paris, price $1.20 per 
liter. 

A number of American manufacturers 
produce their products in France and by 
so doing are able to compete with the 
market prices of domestic manufacturers. 


Trade News Briefs 


A. de Castro, manager of the New 
York export department of Parke, 
Davis & Co., has returned from a six 
months’ trip to South America. 





The baseball team of the Jones- 
Dabney Company, varnish maker, 
Louisville, has won the pennant of the 
Louisville Sunday Morning Baseball 
League and will be a contender for the 
championship of the Louisville Ama- 
teur Baseball Federation. 


The International Acetylene Con- 
gress, recently held in Brussels, has 
estimated consumption of calcium car- 
bide by 16 countries reporting as 310,- 
000 tons in 1926 and of oxygen at 83,- 
400,000 cubic meters. These figures 
indicate that as much calcium carbide 
was consumed in Europe in 1926 as in 
the entire world in 1913. European 
production, however, stimulated by the 
war, exceeds consumption. 


The safety and fire protection divi- 
sion of E. I. du Pont de Nemours & 
Co. has awarded to the Jackson Lab- 
oratory at the dye works of the com- 
pany the President's Prize for safety. 
The laboratory has approximately 200 
employees. The no-accident record 
began September 25, 1925, and up to 
the time of winning the prize the plant 
had completed 522 working days, or 
656 calendar days, without a lost-time 
injury. 

F. A. Ernst, acting chief of the Fer- 
tilizer and Nitrogen Fixation Inves- 
tigations and for some time a member 
of the Fixed Nitrogen Research Labo- 
ratory staff, has resigned to join the 
engineering staff of the Atmospheric 
Nitrogen Corporation § at Syracuse, 
N. Y. The Atmospherie Nitrogen Cor- 
poration is in active charge of the work 
incident to the planning and erection 
of a large direct synthetic ammonia 
plant for the Allied Chemical & Dye 
Corporation at Hopewell, Va, 


The only ultramarine plant at pres- 
ent operating in Russia is the former 
Lewin plant at Odessa. Present plans 
for extension by the Odessa Chemical 
Trust will bring the total number of 
furnaces in use to sixteen, in addition 
to one experimental furnace. The 
leaching, grinding and drying of the 
pigment is done at a separate works 
(formerly Holzapfel and  Jandro). 
Monthly production capacity of the 
plant is now 16 to 20 tons, but in nine 
months this figure will probably be 
trebled. 
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Rosin Shipments Small and Primary Stocks Gain 
—Moderate Price Changes—Turpentine 
Irregular—Trade More Active 


Business in the local market for 
turpentine and rosin was better last 
week. The improvement was _ not 


marked, much of the purchasing being 
of a conservative character, but orders 


received 


for moderate quantities were 

in an increased volume in some quar- 
ters. Changes in quotations were 
rather narrow as a rule, turpentine 
ending unchanged and rosin irregular. 
Minor naval stores were steady, with 


a fair demand. 


Turpentine was slightly easier in 
Southern markets early in the week, 
but the tone turned firmer later on, 
offerings being lighter. Still later 
prices weakened again. Changes in 
foreign quotations were narrow, but 
the tone of both London and Liver- 


pool was apparently steady, the trend 
of the former market at one time be- 
ing upward. 

There was a fairly active demand 
for turpentine in primary markets and 
reports were current of an improved 
inquiry from abroad, though few in the 


trade here appeared to be looking for 
any revival of foreign purchasing on 
an important seale at this time, as 


stocks in London have been increasing 
steadily in recent weeks, while a rather 
large quantity also afloat for that 
market. 

Consumption of American turpentine 


is 


abroad still seems to be on the in- 
crease, however, and the impression 
exists in some quarters that London 


feel inclined to provide 
for requirements over the balance of 
the year on all setbacks in prices. 
Meantime consumption in this country 
is apparently holding up well, as much 
painting is under way in various parts 
of the country. 

Rosin stocks increased, primary re- 
ceipts being free, while the shipments 
were small. There was a good inquiry 
in Southern markets from domestic 
consumers, and the premiums on the 
pale grades over the dark descriptions 
still showed a tendency to widen. The 
proportion of pale rosins in receipts 
at seaboard points continued small. 

Stocks of rosin in the hands of im- 
portant consumers are believed to be 
small, purchasing for a consider- 
able period has been limited in not a 
few instances to small or moderate 
quantities to meet current require- 
ments, and the position of consumers 
abroad is believed to be similar. For 
this reason many here and in the South 
are disposed to take a rather optimis- 
tic view of the outlook for trade dur- 
ing the fall and winter.

Flaxseed Forecast Now 
11 Percent Above 1926 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23, 1927. 


August reports of the Department of 
Agriculture and the Canadian Dominion 


Bureau of Statistics estimate preduction 
of flaxseed in North America for the 1927 
season at 27,178,000 bushels, or 11 percent 
above last year’s supply. 

This estimate is 271,000 bushels greater 








than that reported in July. The increase 
is accounted for by an estimated increase 


in the United States crop which is now 
placed at 23,308,000 bushels as compared 
with the July estimate of 21,588,000 


bushels, and the revised estimate for last 


year’s crop of 18,592,000 bushels. The 
Canadian crop has been reduced from 
5,319,000 bushels reported in July to 


3.870,000 bushels as reported on August 
11, compared with 5,948,000 bushels final- 
ly reported last year.

Refined Oil Futures Advance with Cotton and Lard 
—Weevil Increasing—Crude Up to 9c. 
—Southern Offerings Light 


The drift of prices in local and 
Southern markets for cottonseed prod- 
ucts was still upward last week. 
Trading here was more active and in- 
creased sales of crude oil were reported 
in the South. Crude sold at the highest 
prices recorded since last September. 
Offerings in Southern markets at the 
close of the week were light. The 
weevil news was bad, increasing ac- 
tivity and damage being reported in 
many sections. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five days of the week were 
143,900 barrels against 63,700 barrels 


in the previous week. Prices on the 
more active months advanced about 


$1 per barrel. Cotton futures were ac- 
tive and higher. December closed on 
Friday at 21.96c., January 21.92c., and 
March 22.05c., showing an advance of 
about $7.50 per bale as compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
Friday. 

Price changes made Saturday up to 
noon and other last-minute market de- 
velopments are reported on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


(Detailed prices current—page 3) 


Southern markets for cottonseed, 
cake and meal were generally steady 
or firm last week. A better inquiry 
was reported for meal in paris of the 
Valley and the Southwest, but as a 
rule business was not on an important 
scale. According to reports from the 
Southeast consumers of meal are 
carrying larger supplies than at this 
time last year. 

Offerings of meal continued light in 
all sections and according to some the 
indications point to a continuation of 
small offerines until the movement of 
seed expands. The quantity of cotton 
ginned thus far this season is larger 
than a year ago, but the increase ap- 
pears to be mainly in Texas, where 
the crop in some séctions is early. 

In the Southeast quotations on 7 
percent meal ranged from $31 to $33 
per ton. In the Valley 8 percent cake 
was quoted at $32 to $33 per ton and 
8 percent meal $36 to $37 per ton. In 
the Southwest quotations on 43 percent 
cake and meal were $34 to $36 per ton. 


Atlanta 


ATLANTA, Aug. 25, 1927. 

Trading is slow in the cottonseed products 
field. There is a disposition to watch and 
wait. The impression is that the crop will be 
short and that prices will be higher. Reports 
from the southeast indicate considerable weevil 
damage and conditions growing worse. The 
bottom crop is open in the southern part of 
the belt. Just how much of the middle crop 
is damaged by weevils remains to be seen. 
The top crop is lost to the weevil. In the 
northern part of the cotton belt weevils are 
reported showing up and threatening the top 
crop in some places, but for the northern re 
gion as a whole no serious consequences are 
expected, 

Cottonseed meal remains firm at the ad- 
vanced figures Other items show no change.

Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures in the local market was more 
active last ‘week, with the trend of 
prices still upward, though there was 
more or less irregularity at times. The 
dominant factors were the weevil 
news, the course of cotton prices and 
the developments in lard. Reports 
from the South in regard to the weevil 
situation were distinctly bad, and the 
cotton market showed not a _ little 
strength, with the trading active and 





excited. The drift of lard was also 
upward. Tallow, moreover, was 
stronger, With offerings limited. In 
such circumstances local traders and 


commission houses were more disposed 
to buy than they were to sell. 


Reports of weevil damage were re- 


ceived 
belt. 


from all parts of the cotton 
According to some advices. the 
middle crop of cotton has sustained 
serious damage, while chances for a 
top crop are declared to be decidedly 


slim. There was a fear among some 
in the trade that the next monthly 
report from the government might 
make a worse showing than the last 
one. 

The weekly government _ report, 
though in some_ respects favorable, 


was regarded by many as mainly bull- 
ish. It stated that in the greater part 
of the cotton belt progress of the crop 
was poor to only fair, with many sec- 
tions reporting deterioration, caused 
principally by increased weevil activ- 
ity and by continued dryness in much 
of Texas. In the Piedmont section of 
the Carolinas and northern Georgia 
progress was fair to very good, but in 
southern Georgia and the coastal sec- 
tions of South Carolina weevils were 
destructive and the general condition 
of the crop deteriorated. 

Weevils were also reported as. in- 
creasing generally in Alabama and 
Mississippi, with local complaints of 
bolls shedding and rotting. In Louisi- 
ana progress was+mostly poor, with 
deterioration and weevil damage in 
parts of the central and northern sec- 
tions. In Arkansas advance Was very 
good in most of the south and. also up 
lands of the north, but the crop de- 
teriorated on lowlands, due to too much 
wetness and a decided increase in wee- 
vil activity. In TFexas advance was 
very good in the northwest and parts 
of the west, but the crop mostly de- 
teriorated elsewhere. 


Crude oil was more active and 
higher. In Texas there were sales at 
9\%4c. per pound, the highest price 
touched since last September. Total 


sales in all sections for the week were 
put by some at about 250 tank cars. 
Foreign markets for cottonseed oil and 
American lard were higher. Receipts 
of live hogs at some western points 
fell off, arrivals at Chicago on Wednes- 
day dropping to only 15,000 head. 
Many oils and fats were firm with a 
better demand for some _ products. 
Compound was higher. 


Commission houses and local trad- 
ers bought the fall and winter months. 
Refiners were credited with purchases 
of September and _ October. Shorts 
covered in the list. 

On the other hand -oceasional set- 
backs occurred in prices, some of the 
developments of the week being of a 
depressing character. The trend of 
cotton and lard was downward at 
times. Favorable crop reports were 
received from. parts of .the cotton 
belt. Some here contend. that the 
weevil situation is being exaggerated. 
According to advices from parts of 
the Eastern.and Southwestern States 
the indications point to a larger yield 
per acre than last year and with a 
late frost a large crop is expected. 

Export trade in lard and cottonseed 
oil continued quiet. Shipments of 
lard from the United States to all for- 
eign countries during seven months of 
the fiscal year ended with , August 
were about 22,000,000 pounds smaller 
than in the same time last year. The 
weight of the hogs received in West- 
ern markets continued high. The first 
ginning report for the season showed 
that prior to August 1 the quantity of 
cotton ginned was 457,000 bales 
against 182,000 bales in the same time 
last season. 

Recent buyers liquidated on ad- 
vances and in some cases were cred- 
ited with sales for a turn on the short 
side. There - was considerable switch- 
ing from near to distant positions. 
September was switched to October at 
28 points difference, to January at 60 
points and to March at 80 to 85 points; 
October to December at 20 points and 
to January at 33 points. 

Recessions were only temporary, 
however, closing quotations on Friday 
showing an advance on the more ac- 
tive months of 20 to 26 points as com- 
pared with the final prices of the pre- 
vious Saturday.

Texas Allows Stopover on 
Cottonseed Oil Shipments 


AUSTIN, Aug. 25, 1927. 

The State railroad commission has 
ruled that car lot shipments of cottonseed 
oil, originating on the Fort Worth & Den- 
ver City and the Wichita Valley railways 
may be stopped in transit at points along 
those lines for refining, reconditioning, and 
barreling. Such stopover privileges will 
be allowed the shipper for $6.50 per car 
in addition to the through freight rate, 
provided that not more than one stop will 
be allowed on any one shipment and that 
when the stopover point is not ‘in direct 
line of transit an additional charge of 
nine-tenths of one cent per ton per mile 
for the extra distance will be made.

French Adopt U. S. 


Standards for Rosin 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23, 1927 


United States rosin standards have 
been adopted by the French trade, ac- 
cording to Dr. F. F. Meitch, who is in 
charge of the administration of the naval 
stores act under the United States Food, 
Drugs and Insecticide Administration. 

The French trade has adopted as of- 
ficial for French rosin the color value and 
nomenclature of the United States rosin 
standards from B to WW. Until recently 
the naval stores trade in France has been 
without definite and permanent standards 
for resin. Through co-operation and 
correspondence with G. Dupont, director 
of the Pine Institute, of France, and as 
a result of placing a set of the United 
States rosin standards in the hands of 
the American consul at Bordeaux, agree- 
ment on these standards has_ been 
reached by the American and French 
naval stores industries laying the founda- 
tion for international standards for rosin. 


Wood Turpentine Plant 
Uses Natural Gas Fuel 


MONROE, Aug. 19, 1927 

The first plant to utilize natural gas in 
the extraction of turpentine and other 
products from long leaf pine stumps has 
just been placed in operation by the Louisi- 
ana Pine Products Company, at Sterling- 
ton, La., in the gas field 22 miles north of 
here. The new plant at the start employs 
a score of hands under the general manage- 
ment of Joe Hunter, Shreveport, a brother 
of Sam D. Hunter, head of the Ouachita 
Natural Gas & Oil Company, Inc., pioneer 
gas developers in the Monroe field. 

Oscar Kilburg, a stockholder and super- 
intendent of the plant, selected its loca- 
tion in Grant parish, where the company 
has leased 50,000 acres of stump land. 
Turpentine, pine oil, wood preserver, tar 
oil and charcoal will be produced. At 
the outset, the initial plant has a produc- 
tion of 50 to 60 barrels of turpentine per 
day and the by-products. 

The Louisiana Pine Products Company 
is capitalized at $190,000, the controlling 
interest being owned by the Hunter fam- 
ily of Shreveport.

The trend of miscellaneous oils, fats 
and greases was _ still upward last 
week. Business showed further im- 
provement, demand being stimulated 
by the continued strength of cotton- 
seed oil. That commodity sold at 
94%4c. per pound for crude, the highest 
price recorded since last September. 

Chinawood oil was quieter and the 
market was easy, with offerings at 
slight concessions here and on the Pa- 
cific Coast. Offerings from China con- 
tinued light and the easier feeling here 
was regarded as merely temporary. 
Coconut oil underwent little change, 
but the tone was firmer with the in- 
quiry more active. Crude corn oil was 
firm, owing to the strength of compet- 
ing product. 

Demand for olive oil foots was more 
active and sales were noted at higher 
prices. Denatured olive oil was in 
light supply and firm. Crude soya bean 
oil was more active and stronger on 
the coast. The strength of tallow was 
reflected in an increased inquiry for 
palm oil. 

Among the animal products tallow 
was stronger. There was a better in- 
quiry and offerings from producers 
and dealers were light. The weekly 
auction in London was_ postponed. 
Changes in lard were moderate, Ex- 
port trade was quiet, but there was a 
fairly active demand from domestic 
buyers. Grease met with a somewhat 
better inquiry and the market was 
firmer, sales being noted at slightly 
higher prices. : 

Stearic acid was steady, with pro- 
ducers in some cases sold ahead and 
not in a position to offer for prompt 
or nearby delivery. Fish oils were 
generally well maintained. Weather 
conditions were favorable for men- 
haden fishing early in the week and 
the catch was good, but stormy 
weather prevailed later on.

Blood and Tankage Prices Firm Under Short 


Supply—Ammonia Sulphate Well Sold Up 
—Mixers Curtail Spot Operations 


Demand for fertilizer materials had 
eased off perceptibly in last week’s 
trading, and the market was unevent- 
ful throughout. Mixers had evidently 
covered on their immediate needs, and 
sellers were inclined to look for con- 
tinued quiet until after Labor Day. 

Blood and tankage were still in short 
supply, and the market was_ strong, 
with concentrated tankage higher at 
Chicago. Sulphate of ammonia sup- 
plies were light and the market well 
held. Only a moderate amount of re- 
Sale material has made its appearance 
on the market, and sellers were quoting 
the same price as that quoted by pro- 
ducers. 

Nitrate of soda producers have been 
adhering firmly to their price differen- 
tial, calling for 5c. per 100 pounds pre- 
mium over the base price for lots of 
less than 100: tons. While business in 
nitrate has been of conservative vol- 
ume thus far, importers were anticipat- 
ing a broader demand later on in the 
season when cotton growers come in 
for supplies for spring needs. Con- 
tinued firmness in the cotton market 
has made for a rather firm feeling in 
all divisions of the fertilizer materials 
trade. 


The Belgian Cyanamide Comptoir 
have published their new _ season’s 


prices, which vary from 126 francs Au- 
gust delivery to 131 February-March. 
These prices show reductions varying 
from 5% percent for August to 15 per- 
cent for February-March as compared 
with last season.

UMMM WHERE ALL SMART FOLKS GATHER’ 
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Cut in Acetphenetidin First Change in Seventeen 
Months—Menthol Reacts Upward in 
More Active Market 


A reduction in the price of acetphe- 
netidin, and advances in those for 
amidopyrene, codliver oil, and men- 
thol were the feature developments in 
the market for drugs and fine chemj- 
cals last week. Quicksilver was said 
to be somewhat more active and a 
tendency toward higher prices was 
noted. Bismuth was steadier with less 
unsettlement reported in the price for 
metal. Bromides were slightly more 
competitive due to jobbing business in 


imported potash and soda at slightly 
under the prices for domestic goods. 
Alcohol continued to show improved 
undertone, though heavy buying has 
yet to get fully under way. Methanol 
remained easy and competitive. Dis- 


counts were granted on synthetic and 
freight to destination was allowed, 
this being a new arrangement. 

The reduction in the quotations for 


acetphenetidin was the first to take 
place since February, 1926. During 
that time the market had been very 


steady, with demand showing an even 
trend and little change as to volume. 
The producer of this article has been 
working out economies in manufacture 
and the price reduction last week was 
the fruit of his success in that respect. 

Menthol was somewhat more active 
and at times displayed a deal of 
strength in the local market. By the 
close of the week a net advance in 
prices had been scored and undertones 
were quite firm at the higher level of 
quotations. The Japanese market had 
been for a long time in contrast with 
that on spot, having been much more 
consistent for strength at all times. 

Codliver oil was firmer at an ad- 
vance abroad. Business in spot oil was 
more active and higher prices came 
readily to the fore on the increase in 
sales volume than was in evidence. 
The future was said to be one of 
strength based on the small produc- 
tion in Norway this year and the 
world requirements that still have to 
be filled from that short crop. 

The higher prices for amidopyrene 
were evidence of a lessened competi- 
tion from resale quarters. The rise 
was moderate. Antipyrene was said 
to be in better request, but shading of 
prices developed at times. 

The situation in synthetic methanol 
held much of interest. The producer 
of this article issued a price schedule 
which granted discounts of five and 
ten percent, according to quantity and 
the size of containers. A further con- 
cession was mede in that freight was 
allowed the buyer regardless of his 
location.

Victoria Postpones Ban on 
Secret Formula Medicines 


A movement looking toward the repeal 
of the Victoria, Australia, regulation pro- 
viding that manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines must print formulas of the con- 
tents of a package on each label, sched- 
uled to become effective January 1, 1928, 
was started July 4 when a large deputa- 
tion of manufacturers, chemists and 
Wholesale and retail distributors, ap- 
proached the Victorian Minister for Health 


with a view to repealing the regulation.

Alcohol Freight Refund 
Recommended to I.C.C. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26, 1927. 
In a report to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, A. J. Sullivan, examiner, 
recommends that, in the case of the Chi- 
cago Mica Company against the Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois Railway Company, the 


commission find unreasonable the rates 
charged on numerous carloads of de- 
natured alcohol, in drums, shipped from 
Harvey and New Orleans, La., to Val- 
paraiso, Ind,, and that a refund of the 
excess charges be ordered. 

Shipments were made subsequent to 
February 4, 1925. The rates charged 
were declared by the examiner to have 
been in violation of the long-and-short- 
haul clause of section 4 of the interstate 
commerce act. 

Prior to March 1, 1925, no joint rates 
were in effect on denatured alcohol from 


origins to Valparaiso, and a combination 


rate of 58 cents based on a commodity 
rate of 41 cents to Chicago plus a fifth- 
class rate of 17 cents beyond, was 


charged on shipments prior to that date. 
March 1, 1925, a joint rate of 51 cents

German Glycerin Output 
Now About 7,000 Tons 


Production of glycerin in Germany is 
estimated at between 6,000 and 7,000 
tons annually, or approximately two- 
thirds of pre-war, according to W. T. 
Daugherty, United States trade commis- 
sioner, Berlin. The reason is that con- 
sumption of soap has declined in Ger- 
many. The largest producer in that 
country is’ the Vereinigte chemische 
Werke A. G., Berlin-Charlottenburg. 

The I. G. proposes to enter the Ger- 
man market shortly with increased pro- 
duction of ethylene glycol that may af- 
fect glycerin production, 

It is entirely possible that improve- 
ments will be made on a war-time proc- 
ess to get glycerin from sugar, and that 
this process may become commercial in 
the near future. 

There are indications that European 
glycerin producers are furthering ne- 
gotiations to form an international com- 
bination of the convention type, fixing 
prices, allocating production, ete. Ne- 


gotiations were bgun along this line two 
years ago but were interrupted.

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Changes in the Cost of Replacement Stocks at 
Primary Market Points Cause Sharp 


Revision in 


The past week in the market for bo- 
tanical drugs was one of price re- 
adjustments. Advances in quotations 
exceeded declines by a narrow margin. 
However, in many instances the lower 
cuctations established were merely a 
formal acknowledgment of the prices 
which had been done during the past two 
weeks under competitive conditions. 
The movements to higher levels were 
in almost every instance forced by 
changed conditions at collection centers 


either in this country or abroad. 
While prices were rather low earlier 
in the summer, they have been re- 


vised upward as the season approaches 
anend. Collection in terms of tonnage 
is in fairly satisfactory position; in 
terms of prices paid for the same, the 
situation has been such of late as to 
make higher prices for the workers. 
These higher costs have now been 
passed on to collectors and dealers in 
the various markets. The result is 
that at the present time the botanical 
market is potentially stronger in 
undertone everywhere and_ actually 
higher in most markets. Exceptions to 
this situation merely prove the gen- 
eral rule. 

It proves to be somewhat difficult to 
pluck from the entire group of ad- 
vances, or declines, those articles in 
which price movements were of funda- 
mental importance. In certain ma- 
terials the movements were along lines 
clearly defined for some time past. 
Among such were saw palmetto berries, 
lobelia herb, powdered rhubarb, tonga 
bark and root cocillana bark, powdered 
ipecac, and German marjoram — to 
mention a part of them. All the above 
were lower in price. In other articles, 
new influences were at work and 
brought open prices down to competi- 
tive positions. Among these were aco- 
nite root, celery seed, poppy seed, pelli- 
tory root, red rose flowers, squaw vine, 
and Canada snake root. 

The advances in prices held, perhaps, 
more of interest to the trade as a 
whole for, as stated before, the spot 
prices were revised upward to cover 
increased cost of further stocks to be 
obtained from primary market ship- 
pers. The advance in prices here had 
but little, if anything, to do with the 
current demand for the articles so af- 
fected. In point of fact, demand was 
very light throughout the entire week 
and that tended to keep sellers in a 
competitive mood. However, prices 
were raised on too numerous a group 
to comment on here, achieving higher 
levels regardless of the present apathy 
of buyers. The list of advanced and 
reduced prices covers the major re- 
adjustments of quotations to meet new 
conditions at the various primary mar- 
ket centers.

Copaiba.—The market was steadier, 
competition having decreased materi- 
ally when prices were recently re- 


duced. Quotations were: Para, 45c. to 
46c. per pound; South American, 47 %c. 
to 48e. 

Fir.—Oregon balsam was easier and 
5c. lower in barrels due to more ample 
spot stocks. The price was $1.20 per 
gallon in barrels and $1.35 in tins. 
Canadian balsam was steady at $12 to 
$12.50. 

Tolu. — Business was small and 
strictly for jobbing requirements. 
Prices were steady at 85c. to 90c. per 
pound according to quantity and seller. 
Stocks were more than sufficient for 
needs much larger than those current 
at the moment.

Barberry. — Tree bark was \%e. 
cheaper at 11%c. to 12c. per pound, 
there being sufficient lack of buying 


to develop competition among holders. 
Root bark was raised to 23'%c. to 24e. 


Cocillana.—This article sold at 43c. 
to 45c. per pound which was a price 
2c. lower than had been quoted. Con- 


spicuous dullness had put the market 
strongly in favor of buyers for some 
time past. The trend has been con- 
sistently downward. 

Cottonroot.—A few scattered orders 
reached the spot last week and were 
filled on the basis of 12%c. to 13c. per 
pound. The undertone of the market 
was quite firm owing to the absence of 
any selling pressure in the primary 
market. 

Cramp.—While the call for true 
cramp bark was small, the market was 
stronger and higher at 50c. to 52c. per 
pound according to quantity and seller. 
This reflected the well supported prices 
at the primary source of supply. So- 
called cramp bark was unchanged at 
6%c. to 7c. under poor request. 

Pomegranate.—Spot stocks were not 
widely distributed, in fact, holdings 
were restricted to a few sellers who 
were firm in their prices named at 25c. 
to 27c. per pound for root bark. No 
tree bark was available. 


Sassafras.—Collection of select bark 
has been less satisfactory than early 
reports had suggested. The crop is 


estimated to be 50 percent of that 
gathered in 1926 and 25 percent of fhat 
collected in 1925. Prices on spot have 
been raised to 26c. to 28c. per pound. 

Soap.—Foreign markets held strong 
undertones with prices tending up- 
ward, though actually unchanged dur- 
ing the week under review. Spot busi- 
ness was irregular and mostly hand- 
to-mouth but prices were none the less 
firm. They were:—Whole, 12c. to 13c. 
per pound; crushed, 141¢c. to 15c.; cut, 
15c. to 16c. 

Tonga.—Stocks have shown no _in- 
crease, and under poor demand. Last 
week, quotations were reduced 5c. to 
50c. to 55c. per pound. 

Wild Cherry. — Collection reports 
have been favorable in the main and 
the trade goes toward the season of 
heavy consumption with an excellent 
supply. Prices were:—Natural, thick, 
5l6c. to 6c. per pound; rossed, 8c. to 
9c.: thin, natural, 7%ec. to 8c.; rossed 
thin green, llc. to 12c.

Saffron—A definition and revised 
standard for saffron has been approved 
by the Secretary of Agriculture for 
the guidance of officials of the United 
States Department of Agriculture in 
the enforcement of the Federal Food 
and Drugs Act, according to an an- 
nouncement by the Food, Drug and 
Insecticide Administration. The change 
in the standard is for total ash from 
“not more than six percent” to “not 
more than seven and five-tenths per- 
cent.” The change was made primar- 
ily for the purpose of conforming 
with the standard of saffron in the 
fifth edition of the National Formu- 
lary. The text of the definition and 


revised standard follows:—‘Saffron is 
the dried stigma of Crocus sativus L.

Saffron Standard Revised 


The Food, Drug and Insecticide Admin- 
istration has changed the standard for 
saffron to read “Total ash not more than 
7.5 percent” whereas it formerly was 6 
percent. The change conforms with the 
standard for saffron in the fifth edition 
of the National Formulary. 
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Firmer Undertone to Domestic Oils—Estimates of 
Peppermint Crop Vary Widely—Citrous 
Products Very Steady 


Business in the market for essential 
oils last week proved to be a very quiet 
affair. Most of the leading dealers re- 
ported demand that was close to job- 


bing limits; there were but few orders 
involving large quantities for delivery 


out of stocks in this market. Under- 
tones in the market were steady. Com- 
petition seemed to be about as quiet 
as demand; sellers maintained previ- 
ous prices for virtually every oil in 
the list. Stocks were not excessive 
here and replacement charges pre- 
cluded any severe breaking in current 
quotations. 

The situation in American essential 
oils tended toward a slight firming up 
all around. The prices for the minor 
oils were steadier; this was evident in 


the spot position of pennyroyal, tansy, 
wormwood and the like. Peppermint 
was less clearly defined. One of the 


largest operators in the middle western 
market was reported to be a consistent 
buyer and was quoted as having said 
that the “producers were entitled to at 
least $3 for their product this year.” 
The use of the word “entitled” was 
thought to conflict strongly with prices 
that have heen paid, on one hand, and 
the prospect for a production of about 
900,000 pounds of oil this year—despite 
recent estimates of a total not to ex- 
ceed 600,000 pounds. Spearmint prom- 


ised better things for the future: the 
situation in that article seemed to be 
fairly well in hand. Wormwood was

quotations for spot goods 

The French oils were steadier,though 
recent reports concerning the advance 
in prices for spot and shipment lav- 
ender oil seemed to conform but poorly 
With some reports received last week 
in which the outlook for excellent pro- 
duction was stressed. Geranium re- 
mained firmer abroad. 

Italian oils were firm in undertone 
abroad though transactions there were 
at a rather low ebb. Furthermore spot 
euotations were firm even though snot 
demand was poor. The strength of the 
local market rests mainlv in the fact 
the stocks of lemon. principally. but 
also orange to some extent. now being 
delivered to dealers here show a cost 
that sunpresses much of the usual 
competition and price shading to he 
found in Italian citrous oils.

Capsicum.—The makers retained the 
high price of $5 per pound _ inside. 
Resellers named $4,75 per pound and 
found demand to be light thereat. Raw 
material remained strong and scarce.

Caraway.—Sellers found the market 
to be fairly steady throughout the past 


week, buyers being interested in hand- 
to-mouth quantities. The market was

Cassia.—Weakness in the price for 
silver brought a decline in the replace- 
ment cost of cassia oil in the China 
market. Quotations for redistilled re- 


mained unchanged at $1.90 to $1.95 per 
pound under light demand. 
Citronella.—Quiet request kept prices 


to a steady basis, stocks of Ceylon 
being in firm hands not inclined to 
compete very. strongly. Quotations 


were:—Ceylon, drums, 34c. to 35c. per 
pound; cans, 36c. to 37¢c.; Java, 45c. 
to 50ec. 


Clove.—Business seemed to be at a 
standstill so far as large orders on con- 
tract were concerned. Most of the 
larger buyers were well covered. Job- 
bing inquiry and sales were fairly 
numerous. Quotations ranged $1.40 to 
$1.45 per pound. 

Cumin.—A slight reaction in raw ma- 
terial prices has been reported, but in 
the main the situation as concerned 
the price to be paid for replacement 
stocks of oil remained firm. Quota- 
tions were $8.50 to $8.75 per pound. 

Eucalyptus.— A continued upward 
tendency to prices was reported lo- 
cally without an advance being re- 
corded in sales. Stocks were closely 
held by firm holders. Quotations for 
oil in cases were 57c. to 58c. per pound; 
drums, 55c. to 56ce. 

Lavender.— The higher spot price 
tried out on the strength of higher re- 
placement costs from Europe was con- 
fined in made last week. The 
market had a firm undertone at $3.25 
to $4.50 per pound. This situation con- 
flicts with private reports from the 
production centers in France. Distilla- 
tion has barely commenced, but from 
the situation existing in June and 
July it seemed likely that a satisfac- 
tory production would result. 

Lemon.—Though demand for prompt 
parcels on spot has been conservative, 
prices ruled firmly because the stock 
now in hand, and due in the not far 
distant future cost enough money to 
eliminate most price cutting. Quota- 
tions for Messina oil were $2.15 to $2.50 
per pound; American, $2.05 to $2.10. 

Lime.—All reports indicated that 
stock remaining in the primary mar- 
ket will be firmly held for full prices 
regardless of any slump in demand for 
forward parcels. Spot prices were 
firm at $7.50 to $8 per pound for dis- 
tilled and $10 to $10.50 for expressed. 

Orange.—Better inquiry was re- 
ported. The situation in American 
expressed oil was quite strong owing 
to the fact that production has been 
delayed materially. As an excellent 
market exists for the article, the price 
situation causes concern to the users. 
Messina oil was firm at unchanged 
levels. Quotations were:—Expressed, 
American, $2.85 to $3 per pound; Mes- 
sina, $2.65 to $3; West Indian, $2.50 
to $2.75. 

Pennyroyal.—A fair request was 
noted, but on the whole the market 
lost something of its recent firmer un- 
dertone. At least, the higher replace- 
ment costs were not paid last week. 
Quotations on spot were: Shaded, 5c. 
to $1.55 to $1.75 per pound for im- 
ported; American, $2 to $2.15. 

Peppermint.—Reports were to the 
effect that one of the largest operators 
in the Michigan and Indiana markets 
had been buying with a fair degree of 
freedom. He is also credited with the 
view that “the producers are entitled 
to $3 per pound for their oil.” How- 
ever, there is a feeling here that re- 
gardless of all attempts to stem the 
tide of price decline by liberal use of 
scare reports regarding losses through 
early frosts and dissemination of esti- 
mates of the entire crop which sug- 
gest that it will not be more than 
600,000 pounds for the whole country- 
including the production of Oregon,

Washington, California and Texas— 
the feeling is that regardless of this 


the prices will ultimately decline con- 
siderably and the production will run 
close to 900,000 pounds. Spot quota- 
tions were:—Natural, $3.50 to $3.65;

Pimento.—The spot quotations were 


reduced 10c. on certain qualities, while 
on the higher grades they were held 


unchanged. Quotations were $3.40 to 
$4 per pound as to quality. 

Spearmint.—The west seemed to be 
successful in holding prices up and 
there is a feeling that they will not 
work materially under the present spot 
quotation of $3.40 to $3.50 per pound. 

Vetiver.—The primary market cables 
indicated a firmer undertone there and 
a lack of need for further reduction in 
quotations even under competitive cir- 
cumstances. Spot quotations were 
steadier at $8 to $8.50 per pound. 

Wormseed.—The spot price was 
$3.75 to $3.85 per pound. This con- 
trasted with asking prices in the 
country, where, occasionally, sellers 
asked that orders be sent them to be 
filled at $4.25 per pound. Spot dealers, 
not to even mention consumers, would 
not pay such a figure.

Shellac Reactionary at London and Calcutta but 
Local Prices Hold—Mastic Higher on 
Spot—Benzoin Scarce 


The past week in the gum and wax 
market was one of the quietest experi- 


enced during the month of August. 
Business was generally of routine 
character, the call involving jobbing 
quantities in almost every instance. 
Changes in prices were negligible in 
point of number. Quotations were 
generally described as being steady, or 
firm, as the case might be. In very 


few instances were they called weak. 
Stocks seemed to be ample enough to 
take care of a demand considerably 
larger than was current during the 
week under review. 

Shellac was reactionary throughout 
the entire week, barring a recovery in 
prices on Thursday—a movement that 
was followed by a decline that brought 
quotations close to the low for the 
week. Spot prices failed to change. 
Demand was rather light as concerned 
new business, though inquiry was bet- 
ter. A favorable feature to trade was 
the promptness with which consumers 
ordered out bonedry due on contracts. 





The decrease in arrivals at Calcutta, 
this. year being compared with last, 
reached 51,370 packages. 

Carnauba wax was firm but new 


business was somewhat slow. Prices 
were maintained in all quarters. The 
yellow grades were said to be particu- 
larly scarce. The No. 3 grades were, 
if anything, slightly easy. Bees wax 
was almost out of request, trading be- 
ing mostly on a hand-to-mouth basis. 
Prices had a somewhat easy undertone. 
Japan wax was firm at recently pre- 
vailing prices for either spot or future 
delivery. At minimum figures, there 
was virtually no competition. 

Gum aloe was traded in for prompt 
requirements only but prices were 
steady. 
abroad and on spot, competition being 
less to the fore. Sumatra benzoin of 
U.S.P. quality remained very diffcult 
to obtain and the market was strongly 
maintained as to price. Demand was 
not very active. Camphor was without 
further change, spot quotations having 
been lined up fairly well with the pre- 
vailing price for replacements in the 
Japanese and German markets for nat- 
ural and synthetic camphor respec- 
tively. Mastic sold at an advance.

Alkalies Continue in Strong Demand, But Some 
Items Duller — Granular Sal Ammoniac 
Reduced—Antimony Oxide Firm 


Here and there in the market for in- 
dustrial chemicals last week dullness 
was more apparent than it had been 
in some weeks. This condition was by 


no means general, but some of the 
materials for which there had been 
substantial enough demand early in 


the month were comparatively neglect- 
ed at the moment. On the other hand, 
the heavy chemicals continued to go 
forward on contract in as large volume 
as ever and factors could discern no 
signs of let-up in the consumption at 
this time, but expected to continue 
right on into the fall in the same 
splendid fashion. Except that export 
sales of caustic soda were below those 
made a year ago, conditions in the 
market for both caustic and soda ash 
compared more than favorably with 
those of last August, which were con- 
sidered so exceptional then. 

Domestic white granular sal am- 
moniac was reduced by first hands late 
in the week. The reduction amounted 
to 1/5¢c. per pound and established 
prices for this chemical on the lowest 
basis in a considerable while. The 
market had been competitive for some 
time, and factors were checking the 
competition which foreign material had 
offered. The gray material was un- 
changed, having been reduced two 
weeks ago. 

More liberal offerings in the primary 
markets resulted in lower prices being 
quoted for 80 percent argols. Reduc- 
tions amounted to 1%c. per pound. 
Magnesium  silicofluoride was also 
cheaper, sales being made at lec. less 
than had been quoted previously. 

Tin crystals were reduced %c. per 
round following declines in the price 
of the metal. The lower prices will 
apply for the last quarter of the month. 
The bichloride, on the other hand, was 
advanced \c. because of the excep- 
tional demand and the limited stocks 
which were available. Oxide was 
without change. 

Antimony metal was higher, prices 
being advanced %c. per pound during 
the week. Needle powdered was un- 
changed, but the oxide showed a some- 
what firmer tendency.

Aldehyde Ammonia.— The market 
was along quiet, well defined lines. 
Sales to the rubber trade were about 


normal. Prices were 80c. to 82c. per 
pound. 

Alum.—Ammonia was in continued 
demand and fairly good shipments 


were being made by the producers to 
the regular users on contract. Inqui- 
ries were somewhat more numerous 
than they had been, but actual sales 
showed little increase during the week. 
Prices were unchanged at former lev- 
els. The lump was $3.35 to $3.45 per 
100 pounds, and powder $3.65 to $3.80. 
Potash grades were not very active 
during the week. There was the 
usual routine demand, but the market 
lacked snap. Quotations on lump were 
$2.75 to $3.05 per 100 pounds, and on 
powder $3.15 to $3.25. Demand for 
potash and ammonia chrome was 
along more or less steady lines, with 
prices quoted at 5%c. to 5%c. per 
pound. 

Aluminum Sulphate.— The market 
was quite steady in tone. Prices for 
both iron free and commercial grades 
were unchanged. The former was $2 
to $2.05 per 100 pounds, in bags, in car 
lots, at works, and the commercial, 
$1.40 to $1.45 on the same terms. Ov- 
ferings from abroad were heard of oc- 
easionally at around $1.65 c.i.f. 

Ammonia. Anhydrous.— There was 
hardly so much demand for this ma- 
terial, as the season was coming to 
an end. Prices disclosed no changes 





hereabouts, however, with sellers quot- 
ing 11%c. to 12c. per pound. 

Ammonia, Aqua.—Consumption was 
being maintained and good quantities 
were going forward to consumers reg- 
ularly. Quotations on the 26-degree, 
in drums, were 2%c. to 3%c. per pound. 

Ammonia Nitrate.—Prices have ruled 
steady for some time past. Consump- 
tion of this material has shown growth 
this year, and sales so far this year 
had exceeded those made during the 
corresponding period of 1926. Stocks 
were in adequate volume for current 
needs, importations from abroad being 
fairly regular. Quotations were 6c. to 
64ec. per pound, depending on the 
quantity. 

Ammoniac, Sal.— Domestic white 
granular was reduced last week, fol- 
lowing a period of inactive demand 
and some accumulation of _ stocks. 
Competition from imported also influ- 
enced the trend of prices. Quotations 
were established at 5.05c. to 5%c. per 
pound, which was 1-5c. less than had 
previously been quoted. Imported 
white granular was usually quoted at 
54c. to 5%c., but prices were not 
steady, and shading was suggested on 
some transactions. The recent reduc- 
tion in the price of the gray has not 
had a very stimulating effect on the 
demand, as the market has continued 
along comparatively slow lines. Sales 
were not numerous and did not often 
involve large quantities. Quotations 
on domestic were 5.6c. to 5%c. per 
pound at works, while imported was 
available here at 5%c. to 6c. Lump was 
unchanged at llc. to 11%c., trading 
being along quiet, well defined lines. 

Antimony.—Metal was higher by the 


end of the week, prices having been 
advanced %c. to 115c. to 11%e. per 
pound. This followed some increase 


in buying here, brought about by the 
reduction of the preceding week. Ship- 
ments were also in a better position. 
Needle powdered was unchanged at 
Lic. to 16c., but there was not a great 
deal of demand for it. The oxide was 
in somewhat better demand, there be- 
ing more inquiry for small lots. Quo- 
tations were 15%c. to 16c. per pound, 
depending on grade and seller. 

Argols.—Increased offerings of the 
80 percent in the primary markets re- 
sulted in lower prices being quoted 
last week. Reductions of 144c. were 
made in prices, which were established 
at 13%c. to 15¢c. per pound for this 
grade at the end of the week. 

Arsenic.—Red was not particularly 
steady at prices established a while 
back. Trading was irregular and not 
well sustained. Quotations were 9c. 
to 9%4c. per pound. It was suggested 
that on the right sort of business some- 
thing better might not be impossible. 
White powdered was 3%c. to 4c., in 
steady, if routine, demand. 

Barium Products.—Imported chloride 
was $59.50 to $61 per ton, prices which 
importers were maintaining stoutly 
enough on current transactions be- 
cause of the position of shipments. 
The domestic chloride was $60 to $62. 
Imported carbonate was not offered so 
freely and was priced at $52 to $53. 
Domestic was $52 to $54. Imported 
dioxide was quoted at 12c. to 13c. per 
pound, 

Bleaching Powder.—Leading manu- 
facturers were making good ship- 
ments on contract and the market was 
in a steady position. Consumption had 
been maintained at a good rate this 
summer, so that stocks had been kept 
light. Quotations on car lots at works 
were $2 to $2.35 per 100 pounds, and 
on less than ear lots, $2.15 to $2.50. 

Blue Vitriol.—While there was less 





demand for this chemical last week, 
and new business came to hand in 
much diminished volume compared 


With the previous two or three weeks, 
manufacturers were still engaged in 
making substantial shipments against 
earlier orders, and stocks had not in- 
creased any in consequence. The mar- 
ket was firm in tone and prices were 
maintained at $5 to $5.10 per 100 
pounds for large and small crystals in 
car lots, and $5.25 to $5.35 for less than 
ear lots. 


Brimstone.—Roll was along quiet 
more or less routine lines. Changes 
in prices were lacking. Quotations 


were $2.25 to $2.70 per 100 pounds in 
bags, and $2.40 to $2.85 in barrels. 
Calcium Chloride.—The market was 
along less active lines. Contract ship- 
ments were not as heavy as they had 
been, and not a great deal of spot busi- 
ness developed either. Manufacturers 
made no changes in prices. The man- 
ufacturers quoted car lots at the works 
on contract at $21 per ton for solid and 
$26 for flake. The dealers quoted the 
following schedule for smaller quan- 
tities on spot:—Solid, in drums (1 to 
4 drums), $1.89 per 100 pounds; 5 or 
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Sulphate of Alumina

Sulphur Flour.—Supplies were mov- 
ing into consumption steadily enough, 
but the market was without new de- 
velopments of interest. Conditions 
were routine. The schedule was con- 
tinued by the principal refiners. Quo- 
tations on commercial were $1.45 to $2 
per 100 pounds in bags, and $1.80 to 
$2.35 in barrels. Extra fine commercial 
was $2.40 to $2.95 in bags. Superfine 
commercial was $2.20 to $2.75 in bags, 
and $2.55 to $3.10 in barrels. Rubber- 
makers’ superfine commercial was the 
same price. Extra fine refined flour 
was $2.80 to $3.35 in bags, and $3.15 
to $3.70 in barrels. Heavy refined was 
$2.50 to $3.05 in bags, and $2.85 to $3.40 
in barrels. Light refined was $2.60 to 
$3.15 in bags, and $2.95 to $3.50 in bar- 
rels. Rubber - makers’ refined was 
$2.60 to $3.15 in bags, and $2.95 to 
$3.50 in barrels. Technical lac was 
quoted at 12c. per pound. 

Tin Bichloride.—Prices for the last 
quarter of the month were established 
at 19c. to 194c. per pound, an advance 
of 4c. over previous prices.

Acids 


(Detailed prices current—page 10) 

The mineral acids continued in very 
good demand last week, with producers 
making large shipments against stand- 
ing contracts and additional new busi- 
ness fairly frequent. Prices were all 
maintained and there was a decidedly 
firm tone to those for sulphuric and 
muriatic. Producers have maintained 
the prices of these acids for a consider- 
able time past and the conditions sur- 
rounding production suggested little 
change at the moment. The excep- 
tionally good consumption which had 
been in evidence all summer long had 
prevented the accumulation of any 
stocks of consequence, and the market 
had been free of those depressing in- 
fluences which in other years had re- 
sulted in cutting of prices. 

Less demand for tartaric and citric 
has been apparent the past few weeks. 
The market began to show signs of 
quietness three weeks ago. This could 
be attributed to the lateness of the 
season. Consumers were not in need 
of much additional supply to carry 
them to the end of the summer and 
had been curtailing purchases for this 
reason. The prices of both the do- 
mestic and the imported were alike 
unchanged during the week. 

Imported formic was available in 
liberal volume. Prices were not as well 
maintained as unchanged quotations 
indicated. Factors who had acquired 
stocks before the advance in import 
costs not so long ago had been dis- 
posed to shade prices on occasion. 
Oxalic was inclined to be firm, although 
some competition was apparent in do- 
mestic. Imported, however, was main- 
tained at very steady levels.

Benzene (Benzol).—Supplies contin- 
ued to move into consumption in good 


volume during the week and leading 
distributors made no changes in their 
quotations. The market was some- 


what steadier in tone than it had been, 
but prices were still being shaded in 
some districts, according to the re- 
ports which were received here. There 
were ample stocks on hand, but these 
were being gradually reduced through 
continued consumption. Production 


was not overly large as a rule and 
factors were not accumulating addi- 
tional stocks of consequence. Quota- 


tions on the 90 percent and pure grades 
were as before, 23c. per gallon in tanks 





at works, and 28c. in drums. The 
nitration grade was 26c. in tanks at 
works, and 3le. in drums.

Creosote Oil. — Consumption was 


maintained at a heavy rate and sub- 
stantial quantities were moving regu- 
larly on contract to the users. De- 
mand this summer had been heavy and 
with much of production under con- 
tract, factors had maintained prices at 
steady levels for some time past. The 
market was characterized by a meas- 
ure of firmness and values were main- 
tained on such new business as devel- 


oped. Importations from abroad had 
been about normal, shipments not 
showing very much change from what 
was imported at the corresponding 
time last year. Importations had been 


readily absorbed, the bulk of them be- 
ing sold to arrive. Domestic producers 
quoted the No. 1 oil at 16c. to 17c. per 


gallon, and the No. 2 and 3 grades at 
l4e. to 15e. 

Cresol. — U.S.P. material was in 
steady demand and shipments were 


going forward regularly on contract. 
Production was not overly large and 
most of it was under contract which 
kept supplies in the local market on 
the light side. Prices had been steady 
for some time past and conditions sur- 


rounding the situation last week sug- 
gested little change at the moment. 


Quotations on U.S.P. material were 
from 17%4c. to 20c. per pound, depend- 
ing on the seller and the quantity. 
Cresylic Acid.—The market was in a 
pretty firm position, but no changes 
were made in the prices. The princi- 
pal sellers quoted the same prices last 


week as during the previous week. 
There was fairly active demand for 
the pale acid and sales showed little 


decrease. Most of the orders were for 
relatively small quantities, few of the 
sellers receiving any very large orders 


during the week. Stocks were not in 
overly heavy volume and this made 
for a certain amount of firmness of 


tone. Prices on pale 97 to 99 percent

The latter was in limited supply and 
while there was not much demand for 
it, sellers quoted it at the same price 
as the pale. 

Naphthalene. — The market was 
along quiet lines during the week. 
There was little trading in any of the 
grades. Stocks were not in overly 
large volume and were not being 
pressed for sale, so that prices were 
maintainéd at steady levels. Sellers 
did not have any extensive stores of 
the flakes on hand and were not re- 
plenishing them because this is recog- 
nized as the quietest time of year in 
naphthalene. Quotations on flakes 
were 4c. to 5%c. per pound, depend- 
ing on quantity, and on balls, 5'%c. to 
644ce. The crude was to be had at 
various prices, depending on the qual- 
ity and seller. Sales were noted of 
varying amounts at prices from 1c. 
to 2%c. per pound. 

Phenol.—U.S.P. material was quoted 
at 18c. to 20c. per pound by the prin- 
cipal sellers, with a fair amount of 
business passing during the week.

Changes in prices in the market for 
dyestuffs and tanning materials last 
week were largely confined to the 
latter group. There were a number of 
changes in the prices of the tanning 
materials brought about by various 
reasons, principally shifting of condi- 
tions in the primary markets. There 
Was not a great deal of trading in any 
section of the market during the week, 
and the improvement which had been 
discerned during the mprevious week 


Was not very well maintained. 


The new crop of valonia had begun 
to reach the market previously and 
continued increase in offerings affected 
the Shipment prices again last week. 


Consumers were showing somewhat 


more interest in the situation because 
of the lower prices which were being 
quoted. Prices at the moment were 
lower than in six months past. Reduc- 
tions during the week were made in 
both the beards and mixtures, the for- 


mer being reduced $1 per ton, and the 
mixtures $2. Cups, which had not been 
oftered for some time past, were again 
to be had for shipment. 

Sicilian sumac was also lower for 
shipment here. Italian sellers offered 
the ground at $2 per ton less than dur- 


ing the previous week. The position 
of the Italian market did not appear 
to be particularly firm at the lower 


prices. Buying was below the average 
for this season of year. 

Mangrove bark, which had been 
available in scanty volume during re- 
cent weeks, was more or less nominal 
in price for that reason, although sell- 
ers gave a range that was 50c. per ton 


less than had been quoted during the 
previous week. J grades of myroba- 


lans were reduced $1 per ton. 
Cochineal was somewhat firmer here 
because of the reduction in stocks 


Which had been caused by the recent 
good buying. Chemicals were along 


well-defined lines, and contract ship- 
ments of bichromates continued to go 
forward in satis‘actory volume, so that 
prices were maintained at steady

Soda Hydrosulphite.—The market 
was along more or less routine lines 
during the week. Changes in prices 
were lacking. Not very many sizable 
transactions were observed and con- 
sumers were apparently waiting until 
after the turn of the month to make 


serious commitments. Quotations were 
23%6c. to 25c. per pound. 

Soda Hyposulphite. Shipments 
against standing contracts continued to 
go forward in good volume. There was 
good consumption of this chemical and 
a good deal of production was being 
absorbed in this way. Factors did not 
usually have large stocks on hand. 
The market was steady in tone and 
prices were maintained on new busi- 
ness coming to hand. Quotations on 
the ordinary crystals were $2.40 to 
$2.75 per 100 pounds; on pea crystals, 
$2.50 to $3; and on granular, $2.75 
to $3.25. 

Turkey Red Oil.—Prices had 
maintained at steady levels for some 
time past. None of the makers indi- 
cated any changes would be made at 
this time. The market was along quiet 
lines for the most part, but supplies 
were moving into consumption in 
fairly good volume. Quotations on the 
50 percent were 10c. to 12c. per pound;

Logwood.—Demand for the extracts 
was not particularly active and the 
market did not display a very steady 
tone. Trading was along compara- 
tively light lines and sales were usu- 
ally on the small side in themselves. 
Prices were not always as well main- 
tained as unchanged quotations indi- 
cated, and there was a hint of weak- 
ness in liquid and solid. Quotations 
on crystals were given at 1l4ec. to 18c. 
per pound; on solid at 9c. to 10c., and 
on liquid, 51 degree, 8c. to 9c. Haitian 
sticks were quoted at $24 to $25 per 
ton for shipment here. 

Madder.—Scattered buying of small- 
ish lots was noted, but consumers were 
not disposed to place any large busi- 
ness. Transactions were usually closed 
at 25c. per pound, but on quantities 
down to 20c. was possible. 

Red Sanders Wood.—Ground wood 
was to be had in limited volume here- 
abouts at former prices of 18c. per 
pound in barrel lots. Occasional in- 
quiry had developed. 


Sizing Materials

Albumen.—Edible grades of egg 
were unchanged in price last week at 
84c. to 92c. per pound, depending on 
quantity and seller. Ample stocks were 
available on spot to meet all current 
demands. As a matter of fact, there 
was not a great deal of buying during 
the week, few orders of importance 
materializing. Inquiries had been 
rather more frequent since the recent 
importation of some good sized ship- 
ments from China. It did not appear 
that there was any ground for the ap- 
prehension expressed early in the 
summer that conditions in China 
would be so unfavorable to production 
as to make a shortage of supplies pos- 
sible. The recent shipment prices 
which have been quoted on goods for 
shipment from China had been no 
higher than a year ago, and had 
evoked a good deal of business from 
here. Factors were not disposed to 
quote less than 8&4c. because of the 
actual import costs which they had to 
cover and which were not very gen- 
erously allowed for at that price. Some 
did not quote less than 85c. inside. 
The market was characterized by a 
measure of steadiness and there was 
little selling pressure in the market at 
the moment. Distressed material was 
inconspicuous. There was demand for 
blood albumen during the week and 
sales were made in some volume at 
varying prices depending on the 
quantity and the quality. The range 
was 45c. to 55c. per pound, depending 
on these factors. 

Dextrin—Corn dextrins were in 
good demand. Production had been 
extended recently, and shipments were 
going forward in substantial volume 
right along. Prices were maintained 
at quoted levels because of the high 
cost of the raw material. Reports from 
the corn centers of the West indicated 
a lessened crop this year because of 
various adverse influences. Manufac- 
turing costs of dextrin had gone up 
since the prevailing schedule of prices 
had been established. The ordinary 
corn was $3.77 to $4.04 per 100 pounds; 
and British gum, $4.02 to $4.29. Im- 
ported potato was available in fairly 
liberal supply. Sales were made in 
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satisfactory volume at former prices 
of 8c, to 9c. per pound. 

Egg Yolk.—The more attri ictive 
prices established during the previous 
week did not attract additional buy- 
ers. The market continued along 
comparatively quiet lines. Quotations 
on the soluble were 80c. to 85c. per 
pound. 

Starch. — Consumption of corn 
starches showed no signs of decreas- 
ing at the moment. Large shipments 
were going forward to the consumers 
and consumption was fully as large as 
a year ago. Prices were on the firm 
side and definitely maintained because 
of the advances in the cost of raw ma- 
terial since the prevailing schedule 
was established. Quotations on pearl 
were $2.97 to $3.22 per 100 pounds; and 
on powdered, $3.07 to $3.32. Imported 
potato was available at 64 c. to 7c. per 
pound, and was in fairly good demand. 
A larger crop of potatoes in Maine 
suggested early resumption of produc- 
tion of domestic, which had been 
practically nominal at 6%4c. to 7c. for 
some time because of limited las. 
Rice was 9c. to 9%c., and wheat, 7c. 
to 9c., depending on the grade. 


Tanning Materials

Chestnut.—Consumption of extract 
so far this summer had been well 
maintained. The market during the 
past six weeks had shown a good deal 
more quietness than previously, but 
some decrease in demand is expected 
during July and August. The market 
was characterized by a steady under- 
tone and the reappearance of inquiries 
last week indicated early resumption of 
business. Quotations on 25 percent 
tannin in tanks were 2c. to 21¢c. per 
pound; and in barrels, 216c. to 3c. 

Cutch.—Stocks of both Rangoon and 
Borneo grades were not large and little 
attempt was being made at the moment 
to increase them. Importers did not 
get many inquiries and there was not 
much inducement to import any large 
quantities unless on direct orders, 
which were infrequent. Prices were 
given at former levels of 15c¢. to l6e. 
per pound for Rangoon; and 7c. to 7%e. 
for Borneo. 

Divi Divi—vVery little of this tan- 
ning material was offered during the 
week and prices were practically nom- 
inal. Quotations varied a good deal 
among the dealers and were anywhere 
from $47 to $50 per ton, with hardly 
any offered at any price, and trading 
extremely limited at best. Offerings 
had been limited for some time past 
and the absence of sustained inquiry 
of any proportions did not encourage 
importers to buy in the primary mar- 
kets for shipment here unless on di- 
rect order. 

Gambier.—The prices which were re- 
cently established had induced a 
greater measure of buying than pre- 
viously observed. Sales during the 
week were somewhat more numerous 
than had been the average dtring the 
previous few weeks. Leading sellers 
made no changes in their quotations 
and continued to quote prices which 
had been made during the preceding 
week. There were ample stocks of the 
different grades to be had locally. Of- 
ferings from the primary market were 
not overly large, but were readily 
available for export when needed.

Demand showed a 
slight pickup as a result, but jobbers were 
still reluctant to place orders for more than 
their immediate requirements, and they were 
insistent upon rush shipment or material in 
transit.

It is reported in Germany that the

Allen & Co., New Orleans, has been held 
dutiable as waste not specially provided 
for, at 10 percent under paragraph 1457 
of the tariff, in a decision by the third 
division of the United States Customs 
Court upholding the protest of the im- 
porters. The single appraiser had class- 
ified the product as bauxite ore at $1 
per ton. 


Czechs Cut Trading Fees 


The Czechoslovak Ministry of Com- 
merce has abolished fees for import and 
export licenses covering many important 
articles, according to the foreign tariffs 
division of the United States Department 
of Commerce. For most of the articles 
affected the former fee amounted to one- 
half of 1 percent of the invoice value of 
the goods. Among the import commodi- 
ties affected by this decree are various 
chemicals, and coaltar dyes.
